SUICIDE AND INSURANCE. 


Supreme Court Decide* Compwlet Hoed 


Jffc* Pmy Policy of Sue lien. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 18.—In 


the United Statee'supreme court Justiqe 
Harland handed down an opinion in the 
case of A. Howard Hitter, executor of 
William M. Runk, against, the Mutual 
Life Insurance company of New York, in- 
volving the question of whether the heirs 
of a man who commits suicide when in 
sound mind can recover 
an insurance 


policy. The court held that they could 
not. Justice Httrlnri said that when an 
insurance company .entered into aeon- 
tract to insure a mail's life neither party 
to the contract could 
be supposed 
to 


have suicide in contemplation and it was 
not intended in entering into such a con- 
tract'thnt the life of. the person, insured 
should be at the option of cither of the 
parties. In fixing the'premium, the corn- 
pony would naturally take into considera- 
tion their 
circumstances bearing 
upon 


the duration of life, and no company 
would undertake to insure agninst suicide. ; 
If any should make such an attempt, it 
would, ho said, be against public policy 
and wottld not. be allowed. Concluding, 
he snid explicitly that no insured person 
committing 
suicide and found to be of | 


sound mind could recover upon his policy, i

cations, etc. 
I do not remember how- 


many bidders then- were, hut at 4 cents, 
that being the lowest proposal the award 
was made. 


Tlie advertisement appeared six times 


and cost about as many dollars. 
The 


contract being awarded, was executed in 
("luintuplicatc—one 
copy for the • con- 


tracting officer, one for the auditor for 
the war department, one for the head 
of the bureau to which tlie contract per- 
tained and one for tint returns office of 
the interior department. 
The copy in- 


tended for the auditor fur the war depart- 
ment was accompanied by a copy of tlie 
advertisement, a certificate of the. con- 
tracting ollii-er a? to the time and manner 
of its publication, and his certificate that 
the awurd was made In tin: lowest re- 
ponsiblc bidder for the best a-nd most 
suitable article.

Ft. required nearly hvo .months to get 


the wicks. 
The contract in qufntupli- 


cate was received at the proper bureau, 
examined, found correct.'and approved. 
The. copy-intended for the returns bflice 
was sent thereto by the officer making 
and signing the same, about thirty days 
later, together with. >\II the bids, offers 
and proposals made I'y persons to obtain 
the contract, and with a copy of the ad- 
vertisement. 
All the documents were 


fnstencd together with a rcd-white-and- 
blue, ribbon and seal, and numbered in 
regular order, with the allidavit of the 
contracting officer appended as follows:

T. R. Nelson, super- 


intendent of the road was placed on the 
witness' stand. 
He said Conductor Sor- 


enson «nd Motorman Bishop had charge 
of the special car and loft Rflcine at 1 
o'clock for a tour of inspection, the ear 
containing tho directors of the rond. Ho 
related how the ear came in collision with 
the north-bound car near Pike, creek 
bridge and said that he saw the north- 
bound c«r when it was 200 feet ahead 
of the special car. The. special car had 
almost came to n. stand still when the 
crash cnme. but the cor in change of 
Motormftn Bowles was rooeeedinjr alone; 
although it was a hard matter to estimate 
the speed of it. 
Before the collision he 


watched the oncoming car continuously, 
the scene of the collision wns in a hnl- 
low and the fog lie very dense at this 
particular spot. 
Mr. Nelson said he saw 


Motorman Bowles immediately after the 
collision' in the wrecked ostibulc.

Bowles requested the witness to help him 
out which he did. 


The witness said he has charge of nil 


the employes of the road mid notifies the 
motormen whenever a, change,

running time of ears is mnde. 
He also 


has charge of the dispatching of cars, 
it being done from the main office in 
this city under his orders. 
Notice was 


given the dispatchers office by Mr. Nel- 
son to hold the north-bound car at Lake 
View switch on the afternoon previous 
to the accident.

DEATH 
OF MRS. HUGUENIN. 


Expired at tbo Home ot Her Son »t 


Vt'lljnottfl on "Wednesday Evening.

jirs Sa.rah Ames Huguenin died Wed- 


nesday at the homo of her son Phillip 
Hugu'eiiir. at Wilmettc, HI. She was the 
mother of Mr. Arthur Huguenin, of this 
city, and an aunt of-Mr. tdward Wild. 
The mneral took place today, and the re- 
mains were interred at Rosebill cemetery. 


She was thu widow of General J. K. 


Huguenin. who achieved national fame 
ns a soldier in the Mexican war and in 
the rebellion. With the passing of Mrs. 
Huguenin1 the Episcopalian church has 
lost one of its most beloved members. 


Mrs. Huguenin lived on the north' side 


of Chicago for years. She was the moth- 
er of seven children,' five boys and two 
givle, who survive her. A year ago she 
removed to Wilmettc to reside, with her 
ton, Philip. For several years she has 
been subject to bronchial troubles, and 
while suffering with an acute attack, died 
Wednesday ni^ht All her children wore 
grouped around the bedside as she passed 
away. 


She was born in Syracuse, N. Y., in 


1^.. and located at Chicago in 1838. 
The great fire swept away the old home- 
stead, and until recently ehe lived at 551 
LaSalle avenue. She wa? extremely pa- 
triotic. In 1SG2 she handed her husband 
his sword nnd bade him go and fight for 
his 
country. 
His record, with 
the 


Twelfth Illinois infantry, proves how well 


Ke succeeded. 


During the great fire sha was one of the 


first to organize Christian womanhood in 
the work of relief of the destitute, al- 
though she was homeless herself at that 


names tie commonest of which is "stem 
rot" and "black rot." 


Although it came into prominence only 


within the last few years it is sai.d to be 
a serious hinderanco to cabbage growing 
in several states. 
No; way is known ot 


curing the disease or entirely ridding the 
locality of it wnen if is'Once well -es- 
tablished. 
The whole subjeet of treat- 


ment may be -summed up in one word- 
prevention. 


The disease is not only confined to cab- 


bage, but attacks a number of species 
belonging to the mustard family. 
It 


was studied in 'the field . for the first 
time by its author last yew, who vis- 
ited the 
following places: Suginaw. 


Mich.; Racine, Wis.; Clyde, 0.; Roches- 
ter, N. Y., and Washington D. C. In 
all these localities it obtained a strong 
foothold and already has done serious 
damage. 


The injury at Racine during the last 


three years probably exceeds a hundred 
thousa'nd 
dollars. 
• Many suggestions 


are given for the prevention of the di 
scaue. 
The planting of other crops for 


a long series of years, thevbulletin says, 
seems to be the satisfactory way of get- 
ting rid of it after it has-once become 
serious. 
The belief is expressed that no 


danger -is likely to ensue from the con- 
sumption of cabbage, slightly 
affected 


with the rot 
The'germ does not grow 


well at blood heat and is' easily destroyed 
by cooking. 
'•

The disease has been successfully inoc- 


culated into the black mustard in green- 
house experiments,'and was found in the 
summer of 1807 to 'be very common in 
charlock, or wild mustard, in tbe cabbage 
fields south of Racine, Wis. Fully 100,000 
cases were noted in the mustard plants 
of a single field. These plants were 
growing promiscuously with badly 
af 


fccted cabbages, from xvhieh they appear 
ed to havc contracted the disease rather 
than the opposite, 'i In most cases tie 
infection began st the edges of the leaves 
The disease bad, >.owcver, been found pro 
viously in the .same weed growing arounc 
a mud puddle by the'roadside some miles 
northwest of Racine and remote from any 
cabbflTro field so that it is not possibl' 
that it is native to ibis weed. 


The disease has been present at Rucin 


for at leant .a dozen years, but 1ms come 


time.

If only a dozen rob- 
bers were killed there would bo a big dif- 
ference. It would improve matters if they 
knew that citizens were armed and ready 
for them. If they will allow me to curry 
around n shotgun, I won't ask for polico 
protection." 


Of course, being a clergymnn, and there- 


fore presumably better acquainted with 
ecclesiastical than with civil laws. Dr. 
Thomns can't bo expected to know that 
he has as much legal right to carry a shot- 
gun us ho has an umbrella at any time 
and place, while lip is actually violating 
tbo law by carrying a revolver concealed 
in his pocket, as ho acknowledges carrying 
his.
